tively limited. The 
sole leather market is 
said to be practically 
controlled by the 
United States Leather 
company, knowh in 
various circles as the 
leather trust, It con- 
trola most of the hem- 
lock tanneries and does 
not suffer from the 
vigorous competition 
of those outside for it 
is said to have an un- 
derstanding with sev- 
eral of them. Its 
prices quoted began

AND OIL. eral weeks ago, As 
they rose they gainedin impetus and finally 
infused an animation in the leather market 
that it hasn’t seen in many a day. 

Yesterday in reply to the telegraphic in. 
quiry of one of the heaviest: manufacturing 
houses in town quotations were made on Na. 
2 leather at 17 to 18 cents a pound,-an ad- 
vance of 4 to 6 cents since the rise began; on 
grain leather at 14 to 16 cents against 8 to 
9 cents three months ago, and on other 
grades in proportion. The manafacturer 
who received it said he had in stock a supply 
of leather sufficient to last some weeks. He 
did not know where the liberal supplies re- 
quired by the country would come from un- 
less they were imported. South America is 
the exporting territory upon which the United 
States would largely rely in the event of a 
failure of its hide supply. 

Views of C. E. Fargo. 

Concerning the general situation C. E. 
Fargo of C. H. Fargo & Co, had this to say: 

“South American hides are shipped from 
territory penetrated by the River Amazon 
and its numerous tributaries, In many cases 
they are floated down on barges thousands of 
miles. Fora considerable time in the near 
past prices realized by the South American 
exporters were unsatisfactory. The effect was 


shown in their shipments, They area people | 


among whom intelligence spreada slowly and 
thus they may not hear of the changed condi- 
tions in the American market for hides and 
may not realize it when they do. Hides are 
unaffected by the tariff, but in view of what I 
have zaid it becomes a question whether the 
shortage in the American hide crop will be 
relieved by South American importations. 
The people know by this time there is a 
shortage in the domestic supply of cattle. 
The range cattle that are relied on to help the 
meat situation by some people will begin to 
come in by July, but the addition ‘they will 
make to the hide supply will be snapped up 
quickly. Soin view of all this the rise in 
prices duesn't seem strarge, sharp as it is. 
One of our correspondents in: the tanning 
country writes it is unprecedented,

Joints Being Made in: the Track Rails 
That Are Likely to Abate-the Grinding 
and Jerking That Is So Irritating to 
Nerves of Passengers=Simple, Remedy 
for an Ancient Nuisance=The Company 
Also Perfecting Its Electrical System 
by Costly Improvements, 


At last the rattle and bang and pound that 
have for years annoyed South-Siders who 
travel on the cable lines are to be remedied. 
The Chicago City railway company is making 
an experiment on the South Side which it is 
hoped will prove a great benefit to the travel- 
ing public as to itseif. The innovation is a 
continuous rail-joint which amounts almost 
to a welded joint and is so even that the usual 
jar of the cable trains at the joints in the 
track is entirely done away with. The plan 
was tried with considerable success last sum.- 
mer in St. Louia, 

The Chicago City railway company con- 
templates fitting up its entire cable system 
witb new rails and Falk joints, and it has al- 
ready madea good beginning on the -vork. 
State street from Thirty-ninth street to Sixty- 
third has its raiis laid and jointed. Girder 
rails were used of the remarkable size uof

When men. from Pinkerton’s detective 
agency arrested Tom Metzel at the Palmer 
House yesterday they caught ong of the 
cleverest and most-badly wanted forgers in 
the country. Metzel’s companion gotaway, 
but they expect to have him ina few days. : 

One week ago last Sunday Metzel left _ 
Butte,*Mont., with $6,000 secured from the 
cashier. of the National Bank of Butte ona 
check. With him was Charles Whiteman, 
semetimes’ Known as Charles Marion, but 
nicknamed by his cronies “‘Boston Charley.” 
Whiteman is supposed to be as deep in the 
forgery as Metzel, though he did not take 
any prominent part in the cashing of the 
check. . 

The men timed their swindle well. It was 
just before the close of banking hours when 
Metzel secured the money. The clerks and 
the cashier were anxious to get home and 
the check was entered on the books and 
locked up in the vault without any one in 
the bank having the slightest doubt as to its 
gcnuineness. Sunday the bank was closed 
and no suspicion was aroused as to tho 
check. That day Metzeland Whiteman took 
thefirst Northern Pacific train east. : 


Sent Out for Collection. 

The check was sent out for collection Mon- 
day. Tuesday it came back with a brief 
note declaring it to be a forgery. Then 
there was consternation in the bank: ‘The 
cashier started on a hunt for the polite, 
well-dressed man who had induced him to 
give up $6,000 in cash. - But the polite man 
was not to be found.

ninth street where the speed of the cable is 
much slower rails weighing seventy povnds 
to the yard will be used. Cottage Grove’ av- 
enue from Fifty-fifth street north to Forty- 
eighth street is now in process of repair. 

The process of making the Falk joint is 
quite simple, A fireproof crucible or mold 
is fitted to the new rails at the joint, after the 
rails are butted closely together. Then molten 
iron is poured into the mold until it is filled. 
When the iron is cold the crucible is removed 
and placed on the next joint. This mold is 
so arranged that nu iron is poured on tie 
running side of the rails, but on the under 
side a mass six inches thick . adheres to them, 
completely surrounding the joint. 

Practically Welds the Rails. 

When the top of the rails at the joint is 
roughly dressed witha file the joint is prac- 
tically a continuous piece of rail and not the 
slightest jar can be detected in riding over it 
in a car. 

Owing to the great number of cable trains 
run each day the work of replacing and join- 
ing the rails is done entirely at night after 
the cable stops. Shortly after midnight the 
portable blast furnaces are set agoing and a 
large gang of men begin to remove the old 
rails and put in the newones, Parties of 
workers go ahead in the daytime and take up 
the pavement to make ready for the night 
shift.. A third crew of day men foliows the 
night gang, replacing the- pavement and 
cementing up around the iron plates and 
manholes. By the combined action of these 
three crews Cottage Grove avenue is entirely 
impassable from Forty-eighth to Fifty-fifth 
street, and but one side of State street is in 
shape for an even greater distance, 

Incidentally with the renewal of the cable 
tracks the railroad company is perfecting its 
system .of electrical lines by establishing a 
metallic return from the trolley tracks to the 
power-house. The electrical power-house be- 
ing situated close to State street, that street 
is chosen for the main connection with the 
cross-town lines. The new heavy rails with 
solid joints form an excellent trunk line for 
the returning current, and, to better it, two 
two bonds of copper wire of a size known as 
‘‘ four-ought”’ are run across each joint. 

Laying Six Large Cables, 

Besides this six large insulated cables of 
‘“eight-ought” size are being laid in the 
ground between the two tracks connecting at 
Forty-seventh and Fifty-fifth streets with 
Halsted street and Wentworth avenue. South 
of the powerhouse the Sixty-first street line 
forinsa cross connection between State street, 
Wentworth avenue, Halsted street, and Ash- 
land uvenue. These large cables all connect 
to fifteen “eight-ought’’ cab‘es which run 
directly to the new switchboard in the power- 
house at Fifty-first street. 

By this system of return cables each cross- 
town electric road will be connected at sev- 
eral points with a direct metallic return wire 
to the power-house. The amount of copper 
wire used on the South Side lines in the last 
few weeks has been enormous, and work is 
now being greatly delayed for lack of mate- 
rial. By this liberal policy on the part of the 
Chicago City railway company, .which is in 


keeping with the most advanced opinions of

The descrepancy being 
based on the death rate as announced by the 
Board of Health, but somehow the figures 
have kept on dwindling until now they are at 
least 150,000 less than the total fixed upon 
by the most confident estimators. 
The population of New York in June, 1890, 
by a discredited. census, it must be acknowl- 
edged, was 1,515,351. At that time the 
city authorities,. confident the figures were 
_ «misleading anf much less than the es- 
timated population, caused several election 
districts to be canvassed by police officere, 
when, it being evident a miscalculation had 
been made, anew complete census was or-

Col. Grant as Police Commissioner. 


by the Fugitive Before the Fatal Shot 
Is FiredePoliceman McDermott Es- 
capes a Wound in the Abdomen—F utile 
Effort of a Father to Save His Boy 
from Drowning=—Lively Battle wit 
Coal Dock Strikers. 

Policeman George Golden shot and kille 
an unidentified colored man at Il o’ clock 
last ‘night while attempting to arrest him 
with two of his companions at Spring and 
Dearborn streets. The policeman himself 
was wounded twice during the encounter 
and Policeman James McDermott narrowly 
escaped a wound in the abdomen. 

Policeman Golden, who was shot in the 
right thigh and the calf of the left leg, was 
taken to the Mercy Hospital. His injuries 
are not considered of a dangerous nature. 

Policemen McDermott and Golden are cit- 
izen’s clothes men attached ta the Twenty- 
second Street Station. Shortly after 11 
o’clock they were going south on Dearborn 
street. Near Spring street they noticed 
three colored men, who they thought acted 
suspiciously. Several petty burglaries had 
been reported in the district and the police 
had orders to look out for any loiterers. 

The policemen placed the men under ar- 
rest. The three colored men displayed no in- 
clination to be obstinate and walked with 
their captors toward Twenty-sixth and State 
streets, where there is a patrol box. ’ 

Before they had gone half a block one of 
the colored men pulled a revolver and placed 
it against McDermott’s abdomen and fired. 
The btllets glanced and only perforated 
MeDermott's clothing. , 

McDermott let go of the man to draw his 
own revolver. Two of the men then ran 
across the street, and drawing their re- 
volvers, began firing at the officers, who re- 
turned the fire. ‘Officer Golden hung to the 
third man for a few minutes. He had been 
somewhat in the lead of McDermott. After 
a short struggle the man broke away and 
ran in the direction his companions had 
taken. Officer Golden drew his revolver and 
followed the man, firing as heran. Theman 
he was pursuing returned the fire, and sey- 
eral shots were exchanged. Officer Golden's 
aim was truer, however, for after running 


several yards the fugitive fell to the pave-, 


ment with a bullet through his head. He 
died instantly. 

The other two men by this time had dis- 
appeared and Policeman McDermott came 
to the assistance of Golden. He found 
Golden lying across the body of the dead 
colored man. Two of the bullets fired by 
the fugitive had taken effect. Officer Golden 
had pursued his man for some distance 
after being wounded, and then, weak from 
loss of blood, had fallen. McDermott’s 


- coat was perforated in four places. 


The colored man’s remains were taken to 
Roliston’s morgue, No. 11 East Adams 
street. Two shots had entered the skull. 
Up to an early hour this morning the dead 
man had not been identified. 


FATHER’S FUTILE RACE WITH DEATH, 


He Fails to Save His Boy, but Gallantly 
Rescues His Comrade. . 

Stanley Dubois rowed with all his might 
yesterday out into the lake to the spot where 
his 14-year-old boy was struggling for life. 
But row as hard as he could he was unable to 
reach the overturned canoe in time, He suc- 
ceeded, “however, in saving the life 
of Waldo Goodman, his boy’s companion. 
Dubois is a fisherman and lives at No, 367 
Winthrop avenue. He has frequently taken 
his son Louis on his trips with him, and on 
several occasions the Goodman lad, whois 16 
years, has accompanied them. Young Dubois 
seemed thoroughly at home on the water, and 
at times b s taken his father’s boat and gone 
outalone. “Sut the boat was too big and the 
oarstoo heavy to give him any pleasure. 
All last summer the boy teased fora boat of 
bisown. During the winter Mr. Dubois used 
his spare moments in the construction of a 
canoe. This was finished a short time ago, 
and yesterday was selected for the initial trip, 
the lake being quiet and there being little 
wind. Young Goodman was invited to be 
present. The canoe was taken to the foot of 
Argyle street and young Dubois and Good- 
mar climbed in. Mr. Dubois waded into the 
lake and steadied the boat ‘through the suri. 
After that the boys seemed to get along first 
me and they were soon 600 feet from the 
shore. 

As Mr. Dubois stood on the shore watching 
the bout capsized and the boys were thrown 
into the water. Shouting to them to hang to 
the canoe he ran down the beach for his own 
boat, which was drawn upon the sands a block 
away. Pushing it into the water he jumped 
in and pulled for the canoe as hard as he 
could. Looking over his shoulder’ two or 
three times he saw the two boys cling- 
ing to the canoe. But by the time 
he reached the boat only one boy was there, 
and that was young Goodman. Dragging 
him into the boat Dubois looked about for 
any trace of hisson. ‘The lad’s cap was float- 
ing near by, but there was no trace of him. 
For half an hour the father repeatedly dived 
from his boat; hoping to find his child’s body 
before life was entirely gone. But though he 
worked until he himself was exhausted his 
search was of no avail. 

Satistied at last that he could accomplish 
nothing he rowed back to shore and notified 
the police. Yesterday afternoon they dragged 
the lake in the vicinity of the accident, but 
the body was not found. 


SPIRITED MELEE ON COAL DOCKS. 


Policemen Rout Strikers Who Savagely 
Beat an Officer and a Workman. 

There:was an exciting riot yesterday after- 
noon at the O. S. Richardson company’s coal 
docks, No. 270 Elston avenue, a reduction 
in the price paid for unloading coal from 12 
to Scents a ton being the cause. A mob 
of alleged ynion coalheavers attacked the 
men ‘who had gone to work at the reduced 
rate and tried to drive them off. Several per- 
sans were more or less injured. Clubs came 
into free use and the police fired a number of 
shots to frighten the muobaway. The severe- 
ly wounded: 

STREETER. HENRY, policeman at West Chicago 
Avéniue Station; knocked down and sustained 
cuts in the lower lip and under the left eye. 

Vent, LAWRENCE, No. 149 Angusta streot, car 
handler; head bruised an@ cut from being 
struck with club. 

It was 2 o'clock when the trouble began. 
Two hundred union men appeared on the 
scene determined to stop the workmen then 
eugaged in unloading the first barge of the 
seuson. As difficulty had been anticipated 
the company secured policemen to protect its 
employés. The leaders of the union men 
made their way to the river’s edge 
through a byway and surprised Po- 
liceman Streeter while he was ‘alone.- He 
ordered them to stop, but they disregarded 
the command, and as he drew his revolver 
three or four jumped upon him, snatched the 
weapon, and threw him on his back, after 
which they kicked him on the head several 
times and started on. Fifty mounted a stair 
to an elevated platform, where the buckets 
are handled, and compelled the workmen 
there to stop work.

hoy Company Reaches a Clima x, an 
There Is Imminent Danger of a. Bloody 
Uprising=—Reported Trouble Among. the 
Indians in North Dakota Said to Be Not 
Serious, 

Pender, Neb., April 29.—[Special.]—Sheriff 
Mullin openly declared today if a single 
white settler was murdered by Indian police 
while resisting eviction before the courts 
settled the Winnebago reservation matter it 
meant annihilation of the Winnebagos. He 
‘said he had letters from hundreds of. men 
all-over Thurston County and even from 
other counties who volunteered their serv- 
ices to assist in wiping out every Indian on 
the reservation if a single white settler was 
killed. Sheriff Mullin added that if Capt. 
Beck persisted in forcing trouble before the 
courts settled the subject he would takea 
posse of sufficient numerical strength to in- 
vade the agency and he would arrest Capt. 

seck. The Sheriff expressed the belief that 
Capt. Beck would not dare attempt another 
movement with any hope of success unless 
by the aid of troops. 

The refusal of Federal Judges Dundy and 
Riner at Lincoln to grant a mandatory in- 
junction requiring the tenants of the Flour- 
noy Live Stock and Real Estate company 
to vacate the Indian lands they claim on the 
Winnebago Reservation has brought the 
dispute to aclimax. Agent Beck at once an- 
nounced his intention of continuing evic- 
tions of those tenants who hold by virtue of 
leases effected with the Indians without the 
consent and sanction of the agent. This 
will doubtless lead to bloodshed, as the peo- 
ple of Thurston County are divided into fac- 
tions over the trouble existing between the 
Indian agent and the Flournoy company, 
and feeling ‘has been running high up there 
for some time. 

From the papers filed in this case in the 
Federal Court it is apparent the merits of 
the rival claims are not easily established. 
From them it is learned William H. Beck, 
the agent, took charge of his office July I, 
1893, at which time he found the conditions 
existing against which he now makes such 
a vigorous protest. The Omaha and Win- 
nebago Reservation has about 2,400 Indians, 
about half of them being Omahas and the 
other half Winnebagos. These Indians are 
in an advanced state of civilization. Many 
of them are'wealthy. One of them is Coun- 
ty Judge of Thurston @ounty. Another is 
County Commissioner. or years past they 
have been voting in State and national elec- 
tions with the privileges of American citi- 
zenship. 

Among the Winnebagos is a white man 
named John S. Lemmon, who is a squaw 
nian and an influential factor in the economy 
of the tribe. He is the head of the Flournoy 
company and the cause of the troubles of 
Agent Beck. It appears for years Lemmon 
had been making considerable money outof 
leasing the Indian lands, and finally organ- 
ized the Flournoy Live Stock and Real Es- 
tate company to continue and enlarge the 
business. Associated with him in that com- 
pany were A. W. Turner of Pender, John Fe 
Myers of the same place, and Richard Myers 
of Dakota City. Lemmon was President of 
the company, John T. Myers Treasurer, and 
Turner Secretary. The company was incor- 


porated and capitalized for a large amount. : 


When Beck became agent he found this 
company transacting a large and paying 
trade in Indian land leases which had been 
made with the Indians directly. There were 
other parties leasing the iands of the Indians 
also and subletting them at a profitable 
rate. Altogether some 55,000 acres of the 
Winnebago land were thus leased and sub- 
let, and about 10,000 acres of it were fenced 
in for grazing lands, 

Against Government Policy. 

The agent claims this system has been 
disastrous to the fulfillment of the desire of 
the government and the agent to advance 
the civilization of the Indians. Most of the 
lands was leased from the Indians to whom 
it had been allotted by the government, at 
25 cents per acre or less, and had been sub- 
let again for from 50 cents to $1 per acre. 
The agent sets forth that the money thus re- 
ceived by the Indians did much to Keep them 
in idleness and’that the troubles over their 
leases did much to foment discord. He says 
they were assembled in the towns to get 
their pay, that they were induced to become 
drunk, and while in-that condition were paid 
off in horses or other property. by means of 
which methods of payment their receipta 
from their lands were disminished at least 
one-half, while the original lease price was 
seldom more than one-eighth what it ought 
to have been. The agent also claimed there 
were many instances where the Flournoy 
company claimed lands by reason of leases 
which were on file, and which the alleged 
lessors claimed to be forgeries. All of these 
claims of Agent Beck were backed up by a 
bewildering array of aflidavits coverinz 
many acts of alleged rascality on the part 
of the company, its members, and many 
others who were engaged in the Indian land 
lease business. 

In direct contrast with this showing by 
the agent was the affidavit of John S. Lem- 
mon of the Flournoy company and several 
of his associates. They sought to show that 
the lands of the Winnebagos thus leased 


_by them were leased to better advantage 


for the Indians than were those of the Oma- 
ha tribe, which had been leased by and with 
the consent of the agent to one Farley at 
the rate of 20 cents an.acre, while the Flour- 
noy company was paying 25. They also con- 
tended that the agent was identified with a 
Syndicate that is trying to secure control of 
the Winnebago lands, just as it has the 
Omaha lands, among his alleged associates 
being specified his son, his brother-in-law, 
and a Deputy United States Marshal, whose 
headquarters are at theagency. The Flour- 
noy people asserted the agent and his con- 
federates already claimed to hold leases for 
the lands covered by the disputed leases, 
and that they had sublet the property in dis- 
puted. Until Agent Beck came, Lemmon 
says, the Indians gradually and steadily im- 
proved in the manner of living, in intelli- 
gence and morals, had become more indus- 
trious and thrifty, and had adopted thé 
methods and habits of white men. They 
have participated in the rights of citizen- 
ship, performed jury duty, and voted at 
State and national elections. They were 
sober and industrious, and he believed that 
much of their improved condition was due 
to the presence and influence of white men 
on the reservation as tenants and occupants 
of their lands. 


Attack on Agent Beck. 

The coming of Agent Beck and his policy 
of intimidation and eviction of tenants had 
created a Spirit of unrest and a spirit of in- 
subordination had rapidly spread, so that 
the Winnebagos were fast lapsing into their 
former condition of idleness and barbarism. 
Instead of peaceably following their various 
pursuits they now spend their time idRng 
around the agency and in feasting and 
dancing. 

Under the holding of the Federal Judges 
the order issued last March by Judge San- 
born of the Northern District was continued 
in .force until further orders of the court. 
This simply fofbade the Flournoy company 
and those who hold upon similar leases 
from making any new leases. The ones now 
held by the Flournoy company will expire 
Jan. 1, 1806. It has been held by one of the 
Federal courts that the sanction of the agent 
is necessary to the validity of a lease made 
by an Indian of his land, Under this ruling 
Agent Beck proposes to proceed with the 
evictions, 


TROOPS NEEDED IN NORTH DAKOTA. 


All the Trouble Caused Apparently by 
Canadian Half-Breeds. 

Devii’s Lake, N: D., April 29.—After sift- 
ing information from «ll available sources 
here, there seems no doubt that the serious 
state of affairs at Turtle Mountain is mostly 
if not entirely caused by Canadian half.- 
breeds. pretext is Indian claims to a 
iarge tract of land in the Devil’s Lake dis- 
trict of which the United States has assumed 
title but to which it is generally conceded the 
Indians had certain treaty rights. 

American Indians and halfbreeds seem 
satistied to await the deliberations of the 
United States Commissioners in settling the 
question, but the Canadian halfbreeds, whose 
claim is denied and seems to~be without 
equity, persist in asserting claim, disturbing 
settlers, exciting American halfbreeds, com- 
mitting timber depredations, and going even

I have no way of stating 
the correct amount, and this may be more 
or it may be less. My speculation was all 
done through 8. L. Frazer {formerly a clerk 
in the Commercial National Bank], he doing 
the buying in his name, and at my request 
purchased stock in the Chicago Gas com- 
pany, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
railway, and in other companies that are 
listed on the Stock Exchange. 

‘*‘I think he traded with Brewster & Co., 
and there are two other firms I think he 
bought of, but Ido not remember the names. 

‘*Of the rest of the money I used about 
$800 in getting out of this country and in get- 
ting back; of the balance it can be charged 
up to expensive clothing, etc.”’ 


MR, HITT IS PERCEPTIBLY SINKING. 


Not Thought He Can Successfully Fight 
Death Much Longer. 


Washington, D, ©., April 29.—[Special.]— 
Representative Robert R. Hitt of Illinois has 
been perceptibly sinking for the last two 
day3, and this evening it was evident the end 
could not be long delayed, Durmg the early 
hours of Sunday there were signs of improve- 
ment, but later in the day there came an 
alarming decrease ot vitality followed oy un- 
consciousness. This morning the sufferer was 
aroused from his comatose condition, and 
some encouragement was felt, but soon it 
was seen that the nervous energy which had 
been so characteristic of the man had been at 
last exhausted and that death was in reality 
very near.

NEW DECISION AS TO COPYRIGHTS. 


Important Ruling of Judge Keeve Ap- 
proved by the Attorney-General. 
Washington, D. C., April 29.—The opinion 
of Judge Reeve, Solicitor of the Treasury, 
rendered some weeks ago in the matter of the 
right of Lew Wallace’s book. ‘Ben Hur,” 
has been sustained by the Attorney-General. 
The opinion holds, in effect, that the copy- 
right act of March 8, 1891, does not prevent 
a foreign publication of American books 
copyrighted under the old law from being 
brought into this country and sold. Books 
so brought in and sold are not subject to any 
copyright previously obtained here. ‘The 
Canadian edition of “Ben Hur,” it is held, 
may be soid in this country. without any in- 
fraction of our copyright laws, and inferen- 
tially the foreign edition of any American 
book published prior to July 1, 1893. The 
opinion is regarded as of great importance.

tion and advancement of the human race, 
it sends most friendly greeting and freely 
proffers its services. 

“It joins hands with all religions and re- 
ligious. beliefs whose effort shall be directed 
to the purification of men’s thoughts and 
the betterment of their ways, and avows its 
harmony therewith and to all scientfic so- 
cieties and individual searchers after wis- 
dom upon whatever plane and by whatever 
righteous means pursued. It is and will be 
grateful for such discovery and unfoldment 
of truth as shall serve. to announce and con- 


» firni a scientific basis for'ethics. 


‘‘ And, lastly, it invites to its membership 
all those who, seeking a higer life here- 
“after, would learn to know the path to tread 
in this.’’

IT GOES FOR SILVER. 


HINRIOHSEN’S HOME OOUNTY IN- 
DORSES HIS 16 TO 1 IDEAS. 


Selects a Solid White Metal Delegation to 
the Convention with the Chairman of 
the State Committee at Its Head—He 
Unburdens Himself of Views on the 
Condition=—Prepared Resolutions Adopt- 
ed=Other Counties Choose Delegates 
Instructed for Silvef. 

Jacksonville, Ill., April 29.—[Special.}— 


The Democrats of Morgan County met to-. 


day in convention to select delegates to Hin- 
richsen’s silver convention. The meeting 
was well attended, and, while it was alleged 
to be anti-factional, one of the delegates let 
the cat out of the bag by saying that those 
not in accord with the free silver movement 
had no business at the meeting. The meet- 
ing was harmonious—in fact, distressingly 
so—and went off like clockwork. In reality 
it was machine work throughout. 

W. H. Hinrichsen, Secretary of State and 
Chairman of the State Central committee, 
was present and took an active part in the 
proceedings. He was appointed on the com- 
mittee to draft the resolutions and was 
chosen one of the delegates to the State con- 
vention. He made a speech in which he 
told of the deplorable and wrecked condition 
of the party when he assumed the Chairman- 
ship of the Central committee. He also ex- 
plained how and why the State convention 
was called. He also told how throughout 
the State it was generally thought that Chi- 
cago and Cook County would oppose and 
figut the silver measure, whereas he had 
been in Chicago last Saturday and there 
learned that the common people were as 
much in favor of free coinage as were 90 per 
cent of the people outside that city. The 
only ones opposed to free coinage, he said, 
were the bankers, bondholders, and miilion- 
aires, of which there were many, and the 
hewspapers which were controlled by them. 
The preamble and resolution presented and 
adopted was a printed form with a Space left 
blank for the name of the county in which 
action was to be taken, and will no doubt 
be presented before each county convention 
foradoption. Itis as follows and was unani- 
mously adopted: 

“Silver and gold have constituted the 
money of the Democratic party, the money 
of the American people, and the money of 
the whole commercial world. It was by the 
use of both that the world progressed and 
our people prospered. Both metals main- 
tained a substantial parity as coined dur- 
ing the whole of this century until after 1873, 
when silver was stricken down, not by any 
law of commerce but by the arbitrary act 
of the governments of Europe, joined by 
that of the United States, all manipulated 
by the bondholding classes and their tools, 
who wanted to make property cheap while 
the interest on their bonds remained the 
same. Upon the Republican party rests the 
infamy of having carried out the American 
end of this conspiracy. As ai increase in 
the volume of money raiscs the seliing price 
of property, so a decrease in the volume of 
money must correspondingly lower the sell- 
ing price of property. When tire govern- 
ments combined and arbitrarily etruck 
down silventhey practically wiped out one- 
third of. the/money of the world an4 thus ar- 
bitrarily reduced the selling price of ail man- 
ner of products and struvk u fatal blow at 
all of the producing and toiling masses of 
the world. They made it possible for a fev 
men in Wall street and Lombar.t strect to 
so control the money of the worlias to force 
our government to go d2wn on its knees to 
them in time of peace in order to get them 
to take our bonds and furnish gold to carry 
on the machinery of our po/7er: ment 

‘The great debts—national, State, munici- 
pal, corporate, and private—have been made 
on the basis of the use of both metals; con- 
sequently the striking down of one metal 
almost doubled the burdens of the whole 
debtor class, and has been followed by ruin 
and bankruptcy all over the world, because 
the purchasing power of the people was 
destroyed. Therefore, the Republican 
party committed a crime against our peo- 
ple by carrying out the dictates of European 
bondholders, and the dollar that is the result 
of this legislation is the most dishonest dol- 
lar ever given to man, for it increases debt 
without compensation to the debtor. 
There never has been and is not 
now enough gold in the world to 
form a basis of money to do the 
business of the world. The sight of all the 
nations scrambling for the little gold there 
is, like boys after a football, is ridiculous, 
and only fattens bond brokers, while it 
paralyzes prosperity. Money is the blood of 
the commercial world and needs to be in- 
creased as population and commerce grow. 
Hiaving been violently reduced, there can be 
no prosperity in our country until it is 
again increased to its normal] standard. 
The country has suffered enough from Eu- 
ropean dictation, and as the United Stktes 
of America is a free and independent na- 
tion it must restore that financial policy 
under which it achieved all its greatness 
and put an end to that policy that has given 
it two panics and the complete ruin of its 
prosperity.

WOULD MAKE CONVICTS BUILD IT. 


Resolution Introduced in Illinois House for 
a Ship Canal to the Mississippi. 

Springfield, IIL., April 29.—The House con- 
vened at 5 o’clock this evening, with forty 
members present. Mr. Hallock, by unani- 
mous consent, introduced the following res- 
olution, which was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Penal and Reformatory Institutions: 

‘‘ Whereas, The use of the convicts for the 
manufacture of various articles which 
placed on the market have the effect of de- 
moralizing prices, thereby reducing wages 
and seriously interfering with free manu- 
factures and free shops; and 

“Whereas, A navigable waterway from 
Lockport, Ill, to the Mississippi is much to 
be desired; and 

‘‘ Whereas, The greatest obstacle in the 
way of the accomplishment of this great 
waterway is the rocky character of the 
channel of the Desplaines and Illinois Riv- 
ers between Lockport and La Salle, Ill.; and 

‘“‘ Whereas, The Joliet Penitentiary is sit- 
uated so as to be easily reached from any 
point on the proposed line of a waterway 
between Lockport and La Salle; therefore,

Thirty-ninth General Assembly that the 
State of Illinois should proceed to complete 
a waterway or ship canal (by the use of the 
labor of all able-bodied convicts) from Lock- 
port to La Salle.” : 

On motion’ of Mr. Merritt the Senate bills 
governing elevated and street railways 
were made special orders on third reading 
for Wednesday morning. 

On motion of Mr. Callahan his bill provid- 
ing for the speedy trial of election contests 
was made a special order for tomorrow 
morning. 

Mr. Snedeker’s bill.-to provide for the 
creation of free employment bureaus was 
made a special order for tomorrow morning. 

Mr. Cody introduced a bill to prevent any 
fire insurance company from doing business 
in this State under any other than its own 
corporate name, or from issuing joint poli- 
cies. 

Mr. Daugherty called up on second read- 
ing his bill to provide that letter carriers 
may ride free upon all railroads within the 
limits of any city. It was amended on his 
motion so as to apply only to street rail- 
ways. It was then advanced to third read- 
ing. 

The following bills were also advanced to 
third reading. 

Lowenthal’s bill in relation to the selec- 
tion of the Judges of the Superior Court of 
(ook County; Needies’ bill to legalize the 
proceedings of two terms of the Clay Coun- 
ty Circuit; Dudley’s bill limiting to two 
years the time which a boy may be kept in 
a training school; Revell’s bill to prohibit 
the erection or construction of buildings or 
the occupying of lands in public parks with- 
out the consent of the people; Shanahan’s 
bill amending the civil service act; Selby’s 
bill giving coal miners a lien upon the prop- 
erty of the owner for wages earned. 

In the Senate only half a dozen members 
were present. Mr. Hunt introduced a bill 
similar to the measure pending in the House 
revising the law governing the State Board 
of Live Stock Commissioners. Under the 
existing statute the board has experienced 
difficulty in enforcing quarantines and seiz- 
ing condemned cattle for destruction. Mr. 
Hunt’s bill is designed to correct this by giv- 
ing the Commissioner police power to en- 
force either rule. It‘also fully defines all 
the known diseases the presence of which 
warrants the establishment of a quarantine, 

Senator. Barnes offered a resolution call- 
ing for the appointment of five Senators for 
the purpose of investigating the so-called 
echool beok trust and school furnisher trust 
doing business in Chicago. The committee 
is to be empowered with the authority to cite 
witnésses and employ stenographers for the 
purpose of keeping a complete record of the 
investigation. A similar resolution was of-. 
fered at the two previous sessions of the 
Legislature. 


Friends of Civil Service Indignant. 

St. Paul, Minn., April 29.—[Special. }—The 
friends of civil service reform in tne State are in- 
dignant at the action of Gov. Clough in refusing 
to sign-the bill placing the force in the State 
Grain Inspection Department under civil service 
rules. They say there could be no good excuse 
for such action, as this is one of the departments 
where such a lawis especially needed. It re 
quires skill to fill a majority if not ali of the po- 
sitions, and they are altogether too important to 
be intrusted to every one who may have a polit- 
ical pull and no other qualification. The reason 

iven by the Governor for his refusal to sign the 
Bill was that it discriminated between depart- 
ments, no other department being placed under 
these rules. 


Special Election a Roaring Farce, 

Marshall, Ill., April 29.—{Special.]~The so 
called special election today to decide again the 
question of issuing saloon licenses was a roaring 
farce and the saloon men are now the laughing- 
stock of the county. Tickets were printed and 
the booths set up, but not a man would serve as 
judge or clerk.

Three Former Receivers, Van Norden, Mor- 
gan, and Howland, Resign, and Judge 
Jenkins Appoints A. Lawrence Hop- 
kins of New York, with the Injunction 
That Should He Favor One Interest 
Above Another a New Man Will Be 
Found for the Position. 

The Bondholders’ com miitee of the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific raliroad secured the ap- 
pointment of A. Lawrence Hopkins of New 
York as the receiver of the road in place of 
Warner Van Norden, Richard P. Morgan, and 
Henry E. Howland, Judge Jenkins of the 
United States Circuit Court making the ap- 
pointment yesterday afternoon. - The Bond- 


holders’ committee represents $24,000,000: 
of the bonds of the company, made up largely. 
of the German interests, reputed to be con-) 
trolled by Henry Villard, and the Rockefeller; 


interests. In addition there are $4,000,000 
more of bonds, whose representative is the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust co ny of New 
York, the trustee under the mbrigae eecur- 
ing the bonds. This igtter interest was rep- 
resented before Judge Jenkins yesterday and 
joined in aeking for the appointment of Mr. 
Hopkins. 

The bondholders were represented in the 
court by Aftorneys Simon Sterne, William 
Allen Butier Jr. of New York, R. C. Martin, 
the Chairman of the Bondholders’ commit- 
tee, and John J. Herrick of Chicago. Will- 
jam Burry represented the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company, and tne opposition to 
Hopkins’. appointment was - represented by 
Senator Spooner and William G. Beale for 
the receivers, A month ago Judge Jenkins 
informed the three receivers that in the future 
he would recognize only one receiver, as there 
was ng need of three men to collect the ren- 
tals of the road from the lessees. When the 
petition for the removal of the three receiv- 
ers was presented by the bondhoiders J udge 
Jenkins was handed the resignations of Messrs. 
Howland, Morgan, and Van Norden. No 
charges were nade against the old receivers 
in the petition, and the removal was asked 
solely on the ground that the three men were 
at constant warfare, and none of them repre. 
sented the bondhoiders; ‘that the other cred. 
itors whom they represented could never 
hope to secure any benefits out of the tore- 
closure, and now that the bondholders were 
united in the selection of a receiver the Court 
shou d grant their petition. The argument 
was merely a review of the affairs of tne com. 
pany, and on the part of the petitioners an 
appeal tor the regarding of their wishes, and 
on the part of the opposition the declaration 
that Mr. Van Norden: was unbiased in his 
views. 

Judge Jenkins’ Opinion, 

Judge Jenkins in the afternoon delivered 
his opinion in naming Mr. Hopkins as the re- 
ceiver. He said in part. 


Messrs. Howland, Morgan, and Van. Norden 
have tendered tome their resignations.

are some Circumstances attending the manner in © 


which these resignations are presented that lays 
the matter open to some criticism. it was 
brought about by the action of the Reorganiza- 
tion committee, which ciaims to have consoli- 
dated aliof the supposed conflicting interests 
ofthe bondholders. That committee seems to 
have acted upou the theory that all that was 
p cessary was for the bondholders 
to agree upon some one  ~person, and 
the only duty of the Court was to 
ratify their selection. That seems to have 
arisen from the practice which has grown up of 
lute years, not altogether to be commended, of 
appointing as receivers persons representing the 
property in laterest, forgetting the cardinal prin- 
ciple that underlies the question of receivership, 
that the receiver is sinrpiy /an officer of the court, 
to take possession Of, to /conserve. and to pre- 
serve the property. 

The court said he had appointed three men 
as receivers against bis-own personal judg- 
meut. He accepted the resignations of 
Messrs. Howland and Morgan, and after com- 
plimenting the conduct otf Mr. Van Norden 
in the receivership he said he oniy accepted 
the resignation because it was tendered on 
account of his business relations, which ren- 
dered it impossible to give much of his time 
to the work of the trust reposed in him. Con- 
tinuing the court said: 

Not a Nominal Receivership, 

I have come to the conclusion that I will ap- 
point Mr. Hopkins, but upon the condition that 
it is to be pot a mere nominal receivership, but 
that he shail-perform the duties and give to it 
aii the time required. Ido not believe that it 1s 
any part of the duty of a receiver to take part in 
the reorganization of the road. He represents 
ail interests, and should be indifferent and im- 
partial to ail interests. I shali require from the 
receiver that he devote himself to the manage- 
ment of the property, and pot in the interest of 
the bondholders against the company, or the 
tompany against tne bondholders, but confine 
himseif strictly within the court. He must leave 
reorganization matters alone. If it comes to 
pass that Mr. Hopkins concerns himself with the 
Reorganization committee tne court will en- 
deavor to tind some one who wiil keep apart 
from any particuiar interest.

EAST-BOUND RATES STILL OFF. 


Tonnage Last Week Larger than for the 
Week Previous. 

East-bound freight rates were to have been 
restored to tariff April 22. Last week’s ship- 
ments from Chicago to seaboard points in 
the East do not indicate a strict mainte- 
nance of tariff. Had rates been maintained 
since April 22 there would certainly have 
been a decrease in shipments, but instead 
an increase of 1,0U0 tons is recorded. Grain 
rates from Chicago, it is said; were tolera- 
bly well maintained, but provision: rates 
were cut severely. From other points than 
Chicago, and especially from Peorta, St. 
Louis, and interior junction points, no at- 
tempt was made to maintain rates either on 
grain or provisions. Yesterday advices were 
received here that cut rates on grain were 
being freely quoted from Milwaukee across 
the lake. This break is bound to precipi- 
tate cut rates on grain as well as on provis- 
ions from Chicago. Hope is held out by 
Eastern railroad officials that rate-cutting 
will cease May 1, some roads having'made 
contracts until that date. It is claimed, 
however, that a few of the roads are now 
meking contracts both for grain and pro- 
visions at cut rates extending far beyond 
May 1. The attempt to enforce a pool from 
Chicago and not from other Western points 
is looked upon as a roaring farce and is 
bound to result disastrously. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association roads for the week end- 
ing last Thursday amounted to 55,265 tons, 
against, 54,226 tons for the week previous 
and 27,958 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
12,203 tons, against 3,221 tons last year;

ONB OF THE GREAT DAYS IN 
-STOOK EXOHANGE HISTORY.

Sales of Some 11,000 Shares of StockPrice 
of Memberships Jumps $100—Quotations 
Advance Along the Whole ListeWa- 
bash Extension of the Lake Street Ele- 
vated to Be Immediately BuilteTrains 
on the Metropolitan<Chicago Edison 
Business. 

It was one of the red-letter days in the 
history of the Stock Exchange. Trading 
reached 11,000 shares. Public interest is be- 
ginning to awaken. Prices along the whole 
list felt the more hopeful sentiment and 
there were many sharp advances. The de- 
layed boom really seems to be here at last. 
There have been active speculation and ma- 
terial advances in values in nearly all the 
speculative markets in the country, and 
through it all the Chicago Stock Exchange 
has been neglected. If yesterday's trading 
is any indication of what is to follow, how- 
ever, the boom has at last laid hold of the 
local market. 
nore cheerful than they have been in months 
before.

REPORT ON EQUITABLE MUTUAL 
FIRE INSURANOE 00!:PANY. 


In the Text It Is Stated There Are Evidences 
of Fraud and Mismanagement and That 
Certain Check Transactions Look Shady 
= Indictments May Follow, Though 
Managers Seem to Have Dodged Danger 
in a Great Degree=General Insurance 


News. 

New York, April 29.—[Special.}—The In- 
surance Department today made public the 
report on its recent examination of the 
Equitable Mutual Fire Insurance Corpora- 
tion of this city, and the report shows the 
company to be in a most unsatisfactory 
state. The examination was brought about 
by the report of an expert accountant in 
which the accountant found ‘that the com- 
any was illegally organized. 

"ie report Was made to March®last. 
The gross premiums from the time oft vur- 
ganization to that date were $190,614. Of 
this sum $66,266 of premiums were cin- 
celed, leaving a total amount of premiums 
of $124,348. The corporation is about a year 
old. The report finds ‘* that there was evi- 
dence of fraud and mismanagemen:, that 
there were a number of checks drawn to the 
order of James R. Skinner & Co., managers, 
in which the way they were.drawn and the 
inanner they passed through the vank shows 
them to be transactions of a shady nature. : 

The report finds’ that all the transactions 
of the company in regard to its assets and 
cash capital have been juggled. The actual 
condition of the corporation March 31, 1895, 
should have shown the liabilities $105,202, 
instead of $68,000 as reported, and an actual 
impairment at that time of $14,377. The ac- 
tual cash on hand of the corporation was 
but $6,100, The report shows the financial 
condition of the ‘company to have_been, 
March 31, 1895, cash in bank $4,465, out- 
standing premiums in course of collection 
$15,303. There were $2,132 of unpaid losses, 
$45.919 of unearned premiums pro rata on 
fire risks running one year, and $4,805 of un- 
earned premiums pro rata on fire risks run- 
ning more than one year, making, a total 
liability of $72,857 

Mr. A. H. Alling,.counsel for the company, 
tonight said there were two reasons for 
which the Attorney-General could apply for 
a receiver. It was the question of law as to 
whether the company was legally organized 
or whether it was insolvent. He said the 
transactions \in regard to the notes and 
sight drafts to represent the.cash capital 
were manipulated by the Secretary, S. L. 
Dobbins, and the Treasurer, A. H. Walton, 
of the company, and jwere not Known to the 
Board of Directors ‘until within the last 
month. | : 

Indictments are thought ,to be next in 
order for some of the officers of the concern. 
The managers, Jas. R. Skinner & Co., have 
shrewdly avoided. responsibility.

PRODUCE MARKETS EAST AND WEST. 


Grain, Cotten, and Provision Movements, 
with the Closing Quotations. 

NEW YORK, April 
Wheat—For a short time at the opening traders in 
wheat were in a hesitating mood, and for a few 
minutes a weaker feeling prevailed, which was 
ascribed largely to reports of light rains West, 
but suddenly the demand became active, and, with 
small offerings, prices advanced rapidly. This 
radical reaction was attributed largely to bullish 
advices from the West. Then it was alleged the 
drought was unbroken over a wide area, and in 
many places wheat fields were being plowed up.

DOWNEY PREVAILED UPON TO ACCEPT 


He Goes to Advise with the Mayor and 
Hears His Own Name, 

Joseph Downey is one of the best known 
buildérs in the city and has accumulated a 
large fortune, He practically’ has retired 
from business. Last week he culled upon 
Mayor Swift to give him some advice as to 
the kind of a man he should appoint for 
Building Commissioner. Mr. Swift said 
he-had an excellent man in mind and 
when his caller asked the name the Mayor re- 
plied: **Joseph Downey.’ The latter “was 
surprised, and insisted he could net take the 
place. Mr. Swift told him that was exactly 
the trouble. Business-men wanted business- 
men, but when a business-man was asked to 
take a place it was the invariable rule that he 
would refuse. Finally.thne Mayor got Mr. 
Downey to take the matter under advise. 
ment, and Friday he consented to take the 
place. 

Mr. Downey 1s a nativeof Ireland and came 
here a poor boy. By persistent effort he has 
placed himself at the top of the ladder in the 
building line. He is practically at the head 
of the building trade in Chicago. He built 
the LIllinom Central Depot and a@ number of 
the skyscrapers abouttown. It is predicted 
by those who are acquainted with his business 
methods that he will place the City Building 
Department on a firm footing by establishing 
strictly business principles for its operation. 
Mr. Downey is a resident of the Twelfth 
Ward. His fortune is estimated to be over 
$1,000,000. 

‘Mr. Swift consulted.me about the office 
some time ago,’’ said Mr. Downey yesterday, 
‘**but as I never entertained the idea of ac- 
cepting the place I guve the matter very little 
thought. My appointment is so recent that 
I have had scarcely any time to formulate 


plans. However, as part of a business ad- % 


ministration and as I am a business-man, not 
a politician, 1 will conduct the office as I 
would my own affairs—on strictly business 
principles. By so doing Ihope to make the 
Building Inspection Department a credit to 
the administration and a benefit to the people, 
I will have absolute control of my depart- 
ment and can do as I £ =judge best. 
I did not the office and ac. 
cepted it only on that condition.

Though I have retired from active 
business I have been a practical builder all 
my business life anc will soon familiar:ze 
myself with the details of the office.

SPEECH OF ROBERT T. MOABE MADE 
AT THE HAMILTON OLUB 


He Holds That the Democratic Party Is 


Irresistibly Headed Toward Free Silver, ‘ 


While the Republicans Are Taking the 
Side of Sound Money and the Party Is 
Destined to Add Greater Glory to Its 
Record—Remarks Made by 8S. W. Aller- 
ton and Other Speakers. 

Members of the Hamilton club met last 
night and engaged in a discussion of money. 
The sentiment, however, was nearly all one 
way. President 8S. W. Allerton had some- 
thing to say against a single gold standard 
by way of stimulating the young men to dis- 
cussion. He took occasion, however, to an- 
nounce he wasn’t a Populist or a free silver 
advocate and that the ideas he recently ad- 
vanced were to a large extent “* feelers.”’ 

The principal address of the evening was 
by Robert L. McCabe. It was a sound money 
talk and occasioned much approval and ap-

here is abundant evidence that the present ten- 
dency of the Democratic party is towards the free 
coinage of silver in spite of the influence of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. who stands firm for honest money 
and national honor. .Recent experience has con- 
vinced us that we might as well look toward So- 
dom and Gomorrah for a spiritual blessing as to 
invoke assistance from a divided Democracy. 
During the greatest war of modern times the Re- 
publican party placed a bankrupt government 
upon a solvent basis. It_substituted a national 
currency for a worthless Democratic State bank 
currency, and afterward made every dollar of our 
money the equal of the best in the world. I have 
an abiding confidence in the ability of this party 
to fearlessly meet and successfully resist the pres- 
ent rush for a depreciated currency, just as it met 
and overcame the zreenback craze twenty years 
azo. In the approaching contest honest money 
men of all parties must centralize in the Repub- 
lican party if this question is to be settied rightly 


and ‘at once. 
Tendency Is for a Gold Standard. 


The unmistakable tendency of the great Repub- 
lican leaders is to plant their party ereny upon 
the single gold standard and limit the use o silver 
as a medium of exchange to our present stock un- 
til there is an international agreement for its fur- 
ther use. This is the only bimetallism that Is prac- 
ticable under existing conditions. It is now pretty 
well conceded on all sides that the free colnage of 
sflver at the ratio of 16 to 1 by the United States 
alone would instantly banish gold from our cur- 
rency and establish silver monometallism. The 
issue is clearly joined between gold and silver bi- 
metallism on one hand and silver monometallism 

n the other. Its discussion will sharply define 

he lines between true bimetallists and silver mon- 
ometallists. 

Our national welfare demands a speedy settle- 
ment of this momentous question. Halting be- 
tween bimetallism and silver monometallism has 
created suspense that has prostrated our mighty 
commerce by forbidding the safe investment of 
capital. Our commercial prestige and national 
intecrity are at stake and the time has come for 
true bimetallists to take the aggressive. 

A great deal of confusion arises in the discus- 
sion of this question. unless we discriminate be- 
tween the use of money as a standard of value 
and its use as a medium of exchange. Our gold 
dollar is the standard of value, just as a pound is 
the standard of weight, a yard the standard of 
length, and a gallon the standard of capacity. 
It is self-evident that honesty requires all pounds 
to be of the same weight, all yards of the same 
length, and all dollars of the same value. 

Centuries of experience has taught the world 
that no two things sustain the same rafio of value 
to each other for any length of time. As the values 
of gold and silver have never fluctuated in unison, 
it is imposible for the world to fix a legal ratio of 
value that will remain permanent and constant. 
If our standard of value is not constant, then 
there is the same violation of justice as would oc- 
cur if yards changed in length and pounds in 
weight. When the ratio of value changes from 
the ratio fixed by law, then the law ceases to 
register the true relative value of the metals, and 
no one will exchange the more valuable metal for 
the other of less value. No one will take the dearer 
metal to the mint to be stamped for less than its 
true value, but like wheat, cotton, and every- 
thing else, it will be taken where it will bring the 
most in exchange. 

Ky the law of 1792 the ratio between silver and 
gold was fixed at 15 to 1. But Congress, by fixing 
this ratio. undervalued gold, and as a consequence 
only silver was coined. Thus we had a double 
standard in theory but a single standard in fact. 
To remedy this the government in 1834 fixed the 
ratio at 16to 1. But as the former ratio had un- 
dervalued gold, this ratio undervalued silver, 
which at once disappeared from our circulation. 
We were then left with the single gold standard 


Kuntil IS72, when the Congress by law made gold in 


theory what for forty years it had been in fact— 
our single standard of value. 
Bimetallism in Theory. 


During the eighty years that we had the double 
standard in theory we coined only a fraction over 
eight millions of silver dollars, of which none are 
now ever seen. They disappeared from our cur- 
rency to be used in the arts and the currency of 
other nations, where silver was valued higher than 
it was by our government. If we should now re- 
adopt a double standard and fix the ratio between 
silver and gold at 16 tol, then the government 
would undervalue gold, because in fact the value 
of sixteen ounces of silver is only one-half the 
value of one ounce of gold. As an inevitable con- 
sequence of this gold’ would instantly disappear 
from our currency, as it did prior to 1834, and we 
would be left in fact with silver only. 

Gold approaches nearer the perfect standard 
than anything else because the demand for its 
possession, the cost of its production, and the 
sources of its supply have been comparatively reg- 
ular, uniform, and constant from time immemo- 
rial. This is true of no othercommodity. During 
all the ages silver has been as capricious in its 
fluctuations asthe mercury of a Chicago thermom- 
eter. It lacks the necessary constancy of value 
for a standard, but it has-its invaluable uses asa 
medium of exchange. had the pleasure of read- 
ing a speech recently delivered before the Mar- 
quette club by your distinguished President, Mr. 
Allerton. He advocated the abolition of both gold 
and silver as money and the adoption of an intan- 
gible and effervescent standard of value—univer- 
sal confidence in mankind as evidenced by due 
bills. This is an attractive and optimistic theory. 
But I am such an old fogy in my beliefs that I can- 
not repudiate the well-known axiom that a stan- 
dard must possess the same qualities as the thing 
it is designed. to measure. 

It is asserted by the silver monometallists that 
a great #rime was committed by the theoretical 
demonefization of silver’ in 1873, and that the 
law was passed by questionable methods and ina 
clandestine manner at the instance of capitalists 
in conspiracy. If it had been true that there was 
a col sbiracy amone capitalists to enhance the 
valu¢ of money they would undoubtedly have 
had gold demonetized because our insignificant 
etock of silver money had utterly disappeared, 
our supply was then small as compared to gold, 
and there was nothfng to indicate that it would 
soon increase. If these conspirators had intended 
to run a corner on money they certainly would 
have chosen the scarcer metal, which at that time 
was silver. 

The theoretical demonetization of silver in 1873 
only emphasized the well-known fact that it had 
been demonetized for forty years: and during all 
this period the standard silver dollar had been a 
constant renegade to our currency. As silver was 


Mr. Allerton said he had been asked why 
it was that he who had such a large interest 
in the second largest gold mine in the coun- 
try should not feel kindly toward gold. “I 
told a Seuator who asked me that the other 
day that if I consulted purely selfish inter- 
ests I would be in favor of the single gold 
standard. But I love the prosperity of the 
Nation more than I do gold. I believe the 
single gold standard is in the interest of the 
few and against the interest of the many. 
I am not a Populist, however, nor a free sil- 
ver man. We need discussion at this time 
and my Marquette club speech, I believe, is 
doing missionary work.” 

D. K. Tenney followed with a satirical 
statement of the principles of the party of 
the commonweal.

Loss of $65,000 at Rockford, Ill.—Fires in 
Other Cities.

BRland-Allison Act. 


In 1878 the Bland-Allison act was passed. It 
was wisely vetoed by President Hayes and as un- 
wisely passed over the veto by a two-thirds ma- 
jority of each House of Congress. During the 
first five months of the operation of this law we 
coined more silver dollars than we had during our 
entire previous national life. For the first six or 
seven years the working of this law produced no 
ostensible harm. Its influence at first was imper- 
ceptible, but the continued and steady monthly 
increase of silver awakened the fear that we were 
certainly approaching the silver basis. 

As time passed our stock of depreciated silver 
was growing out of safe proportion to our stock 
of gold, with which it. was convertible and upon 
which depended the maintenance of its legal debt- 
paying and purchasing power. Capitalists*hoped 
for a repeal of the law before our stock of silver 
should hecome so large as to render it impossible 
for the government to ye 4 it at par with gold. 
Put instead of repealing the Bland-Allison law, 
the Congress in 1890 substituted the Sherman law, 
which more than doubled our former monthly in- 
crease of silver. Instant alarm pervaded the 
ranks of capitalists. They saw the government 
could not long maintatn the parity between silver 
and gold under the continued operation of this new 
aw. 

A sudden and blightine contraction of the cur- 
rency ensued that has for two years paralyzed 
the energy of commerce and brought upon 
the people pecuniary distress and personal want. 
We are now stranded with a currency. which is 
kept at par only by the stubborn determination 
of President Cleveland. He has patriotically de- 
clared that he will hypothecate the last dollar of 
American credit to get the gold that is necessary 
to maintain our great mass of silver at par. 

If people will not now listen to reason when they 
will be required to learn wisdom with empty 
stomachs and gather knowledge in ragged clothes 
‘The grasp of hard times will not be relaxed until 
the agitators for a depreciated currency are beaten 
into harmless silence. Even now capital is eager 
to plunge into American enterprises and reap 

rofits from an abundant and common welfare. 
But we can entice it back only by giving it the 
positive assurance that we will always be honest 
enough to return what it gives us, and that we 
will not return a fifty-cent dollar for\its one-hun- 
dred-cent dollar. Until our intentions as to the 
present problem are definitely known capital will 
continue to shun our investments. 


Mr. Allerton Comments. | 

When Mr. McCabe had finished and the 
applause had subsided President Allerton ex- 
pressed his pleasure over the fact that 
young men were beginning to think and dis- 
cuss the important question of the curréacy 
situation. He then complimented Mr. Mc- 
Cabe, But he desired to give his young friend 
some facts from history. He said that dur- 
ing the nineteen years between 1861 and 
1879, while there was a suspension of specie 
payment, there was an era of great pros- 
perity. He added that while specie pay- 
ments were resumed in 1879 and great pros- 
perity followed, it was also true that in 
1879, with the specie resumption act there 
was aiso issued over $600,000,000 of gold and 
silver certificates. As a matter of reality, 
however, he said specie payment was not re- 
sumed until 1895, when the Sherman act was 
repealed. Then Mr. Allerton told this Httle 
story on himself: 

“I sent my Marquette speech to my friend 
Joe Campbell. 1 met him the other day and 
asked hitn why he had not written me a let- 
ter criticising my remedy. ‘ Well, Allerton,’ 
he said, ‘I'll tell you. If you’ were the Al- 
mighty you would make us the richest, hap-

UNION MEN FIGHT WITH PICK HANDLES. 


Resist the Attack of Outside Ore 
Trimmers—Militia Under Arms. 

Marquette, Mich., April 29.—[{Special.}]— 
The opening of navigation here today was 
the signal for a fierce and decisive contest 
between the local ore trimmers and outsid- 
ers brought down from Ishpeming and Ne- 
gaunee by the three men who say they have 
contracts with the Vessel Owners’ Associa- 
tion to trim boats here, Flynn, McPartland, 
and O’Mara. The Pontiac arrived light for 
ore at 6:50 p. m. and twenty minutes later 
the riot was on. Sheriff Broad had sworn 
in ten of the newcomers and armed them 
with baseball bats. 

The union men loosened the handles of 
their picks, and when the outsiders with 
their Deputy Sheriffs tried to go out on the 
docks regardless of the warning of special 
guards stationed by the railroad company 
that the docks were private property, the 
union force made an attack ina bedy. The 
crash of clubs upon skulls filled thé air fora 
few minutes, and the imported men took to 
their heels and run. 

The Pontiac will clear without trimming, 
hence the trouble among the ore-trimmers 
here is over until Wednesday, when more 
boats are expected. The Marquette Rifles 
have been permitted to leave the armory, a 
detail of eight men being Kept on guard 
there, however, until after Wednesday. 


STRIKE IS PROBABLE TOMORROW.

McLean County Coal Company and Its 
Miners Fail to Agree. 

Bloomington, Ill, April 29.—{Special.}— 
There is a strong probability that the min- 
ers of the McLean County Coal company of 
this city will go on strike May1. Today the 
Scale committee of the miners’ union pre- 
sented to the company for ratification an 
agreement as to wages as follows: Third 
vein, 60 cents per ton; second vein, 50 cents: 
drivers, track-layers, etc., $2. Miners to be 
given coal for personal use at $1.75 and only 
union men to be employed. Supt. Graham 
peremptorily missed the committee pre- 
senting the e and said the affairs of the 
mine would henceforth be conducted from 
the office and that no consideration would 
be shown demands for a change in wages or 
other matters pertaining to the mine. Local 
manufacturers and others using large quan- 
tities of coal have been notified to lay in 
stocks. The scale is not materially different 
from the price now paid. The company ob- 
jects to the stipulations as to hiring men and 
operating the mine to which the miners de- 
mand that it shall accede.

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_ PEOPLE WANT BIMETALLISM. 

The Washington Star makes the claim that 
the Western Democrats dre becoming very 
suspicious of the so-calied ‘‘sound money”’ 
wing of the party in the East under the lead- 


ership of Mr. Cleveland as to its leaning 


towards gold monometallism, and intimates 
an idea that the meeting of the Fifty-fourth 
Congress will immediately present an oppor- 
tunity for chalking out a similar line of finan- 
cial demarkation in the Republican party. 
** The thought that their ancient enemy may 
soon be in the same dilemnma with themselves 
on the silver question is consoling a great 
many grieving Democrats,” and it is inti- 
mated as probable (though in the shape of a 
question) that both wings of both parties 
will lay aside all taik of international bimet- 
allism and tight the battie.on straight out sin- 
g.e standard lines. 

There is nothing to warrant this assumption. 
There are extremists:on both sides, but ~ the 
sound common seuse of the people favors the 
sound middle ground between them. There 
is no good reason to think that the peopie of 
the Central West haveanidea of departing 
from the financial doctrine laid Cown 1n both 
the national platforms of 1892. Both of 
them declared unmistakably fora ‘* bimet- 
allism’’ in which the parity should be pre- 
served. The Republican platféfin demanded 
**the use of both gold and silver as standard 
money, with such restrictions and under such 
provisions, to be determined by legislation, 
as wili secure the maintenance of the parity 
of vaiues of the two metals so that the pur- 
paying power of the 
dollar, whether of silver, gold, or paper, 
shall be at. all times equal.” The 
Democratic platform dce:ared for the mem- 
pers of its party that ‘*‘ We hold to the use of 
both gold and silver as the standard money 
of the country, . . . but the dollar unit 
of coinage of both metals must be of equal 
intrinsic and exchangeable value or be ad- 
justed through international agreement or 
by such safeguards of legislation as shal! in- 
sure the maintenance of the parity of the 
two metals and the equal power of every 
dollar at all times in the markets and in the 
payment of debts.”’ 4

They gained great blessings for their descend- 
ants and for inankind thereby. The theoso- 
phists of this country have fizally determined 
to follow the example of the illustrious men 
of 1776, and’ have deciared the autonomy of 
their society. It will not be federated with 
other organizations in other States or conti- 
nents, but wiil proceed all alone, to develop 
theosophy, on purely American line’.

THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 

The reorganized Dawes Indian Commis- 
sion has/had a meeting and agreed on a plan 
of operations as far as the Indian Territory is 
concerned. Its first efforts will be devoted 
to securing the extinguishment of the Indian 
title to the town sites which lie within the ter- 
ritory owned by the five civilized tribes. 
There are several towns which would grow 
rapidly and prosper were it not fur the fact 
that settlers sannot get title to the land they 
eccupy. They are not satisfied with renting, 
though they pay but little now. They want 
to be ir a position whére they can make per- 
manent improvements with safety. Were 
they to invest much money in buildings un- 
der present conditions Henry George might 
pay the Indians a visit and advise them to ad- 
vance rents and get for themselves the money 
the whites were making. 

If it were possible to get fee simple titles 
these towns would grow. That would bene- 
fit greatly the surrounding country. The In- 
dian farmers would have new and better mar- 
kets for their products. The commission be- 
lieves also that when the tribes saw the bene- 
ficial results of departing from the old ways 
in one respect, they would be more ready to 
depart from them in others, and would begin 
to consider the advisability of severing their 
tribal relations altogether. 

If it is found possible to isolate these town 
sites then the next step of the commission 
will be to endeavor to persuade the Indians to 
divide their lands in severalty and dispose of 
what they do not need to actual settlers when 
desirable ones present themseives. The In- 
dians have no power to do that now, but per- 
mission would be given them by Congress 
were they to ask for it. Then the disposal of 
the surplus lands would not be accompanied 
by such mad rushes as took place when Okla- 
homa and the Cherokee Strip were thrown 
epen; The lands would be sold slowly for 
fair prices, ard a better class of settlers would 
find their way to the Territory. — 

This is all that the commission proposes to 
do at present. It does not intend to urge the 


Indians to give up their present form of gov-; 


ernment and to ask for Statehood. The agi- 
tation of that question would interfere with 
its plans regarding town sites, etc., for if the 
Indians were asked todo much at once they 
would do nothing. | 

The plan of the commission is a sensible 
one. Ina matter of this kind itis better to 
make haste slowly and to downe thing at a 
time. The commission will visit the Terri- 
tory next month and begin its missionary 
work. The belief of those best informed is 
that it will be able to drive in the entering 
wedge soon. & 
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A TITLED TRADUCER, 

The Marquis de Casteilane, whose son mar- 
ried Miss Anna Gould, came over to this coun- 
try to attend: the wedding, staid fifteen days 
on the seaboard, went home, and has written 
along essay showimg how littie he knows 
about America and Americans. He eays the 
Nation isa reunion of “men without ances- 
tors,” a statement so absurd that it needs no 
disproof. Probably he meant that the great 
majority of the people here do not boast ofa 
titled ancestry, but even in that case they are 
no worse off than the masses of Europe, and 
both have the advantage of not being called 
on to blush with shame overa recital of the 
deeds of their forefathers. The phrase quoted 
hardly could have been written except by one 
who holds to the notion that none buta few 
aristocrats are entitled to respect. 

The elder Gastellane was uncomfortable 
amid the rush of business in New York City, 
and equally so among the lounging people at 
the National Capital. He found fault with 
the Senate as corrupt, stating that one of 
them received twelve million francs for his 
vote on sugar and another a big reward for 
voting to compel the United States to pur- 
chase several millions of silver each month, 
but forgets to mention the Panama and other 
scandals which embraced members of the 
French Cabinet. He is sore because, despite 
all.tae efforts of the Goulds, he found noth- 
ing here which he thought worthy to be 
called ‘*society,” there being, practically 
speaking, “no official world,” as fuactiona- 
ries are “regarded with horror’’ by the peo- 
ple. Wherever did he obtain that notion? 

The Marquis says Americans “take no 
interest in the matter of art.’”. Who told him 
so? Or did he discover the “fact’’ by his own 
observation? ifso he must be very short- 


sighted, or have looked in! other directions.’ 


If he could find no evidences of art patronage 
or artistic taste in New York or Washington 
he might have come to Chicago. Here he 
could have found on exhibition, and they stili 
are being exhibited, many Works of the two 
artists of his own country, France, who just 
now are attracting the most attention at 
home. These are Monédt, » painter of the 


impressionist school, and Raffaelli of the 


same school, who devotes ‘himself prin- 
cipally to: illustrations of character 
among the common people. He would 
have found bere art institutes and 
collections worthy of high recog. 
nition by the fastidious ‘* society ’ in Europe, 


and some one might have told him of the 
wonderful exhibit at the World’s Fair and of - 


the great interest taken in it, as perhaps the 
most popular feature of the grand display. 
He says the people of the United States ** cul- 
tivate letters very little.’ Thisis a strange 
statement to make in regard to a nation 
which has drawn to its flourishing universi- 
ties and other schools of learning many of the 
brightest minds of the Old World, which has 
numerous libraries of no mean magnitude 
and.value, which is reproducing from the 
presses of the land at a rapid rate old classics 
as well as new ones, which contains thousands 
of literary societies, each devoted to the study 
of particular authors in detail as well as in 
series, and which patronizes literature in the 
practical way of buying books toe an extent 
that excites the envy of booksellers in France 
and other European countries, : 

That the father-in-law of the Gould heiress 
saw none of these things and heard not’ of 
them may be ascribed to the fect that he did 
not mingle with the right sort of people, 
During his short stay of a fortnight here he 
looked only at the butterflies on the one 
hand or the grubs on the other, and dia so 
with supercilious eyes prepared in advance to 


despise both. This is to be regretted, but 


hardly to be wondered at. The Marquis must 
belong to the order of supposedly favored 
mortals whose only “world” is a titled 


‘aristocracy, and to whom all else is unworthy 


honor this country with his august presence 
a little longer he might have seen reason to 
think it possible the people of the United 
States are notali boors or ignorant brutes 
who have no right to be recognized by the 


bearer of a title of nobility. He might have 


discovered his mistake ina less painful man- 
ner than did the aristocrats whuse op- 
pressions were the reason or excuse for the 
French revolution of a little more than a 
century ago. and he then would have been 
able to avoid placing himself in the ridiculous 
attitude of a man who, with superior facilities 
for obtaining information, has undertaken to 
write about things and conditions of which 
he is utterly ignorant.

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FEMALE MUSICAL LUNATICS, 
Lovely woman has again been makinga 
spectacle of herself in her wild devotion for 
the representatives of musical art, this time 
in New York. ‘ It .will. be remembered that 
during the progress of the fecent Italian 
opera in this city several women wept bitterly 


and were so dangerously near the verge of | 


hysterics that they had to be helped to their 
carriages and taken home because another 
tenor had been substituted for M. Jean de 
Reszke in the title role of Faust. That fortu- 
nate individual’escaped ‘personal importunity 
on that occasion, but he-was not so fortunate 
in New York last Saturday afternoon when 
he made his final appearance in the same 
role. At the close of the opera the crazy 
creatures ca'led him out twenty-seven times. 
Thé officials wanted to close the theater but 
they would not go. Hundreds of them, it is 
said, crawled under the orchestra rail, leaned 
upon the edge of the stage, feasted their eyes 
upon their hero, and tried to:embrace his 
knees, At last he had to advise them to go 
home. The ushers rallied, tore some of them 
away, and at last by turning out the lights the 
rest were induced to quit their foolishness 
‘and leave the house. 

What would have happened in Chicago had 
this operatic fascinator madc his appearance 
on that particular occasion THe Trisune will 
not affirm, but as matters stand the New York 
female opera-goer has outdone anything ever 
known in her scramblé for De Keszke, just as 
she did not long since when Paderewski had 
to save ‘himself by flight from _ the 
maddening charge of his adorers. Other 
artists have had _ similar experiences 
in that ‘city. In Chicago they are 
worshiped at respectful distance through a 
mist of tears. In New York it is becoming a 
matter not alone of ingenuity but of absolute 
difficulty to find means of saving themselves 
from adulatory aggressiveness aad personal 
seizure by the victims of the craze. Of course 
this foolishness does rot attack ail women, 
but the number is growing larger, and it is not 
always the young and giggling sort that are 
attacked, for several grown-up and matured 
women have displayed manifestations of _bil- 
lowy grief and overwheliming attraction. The 
disease has reached such a pitch that the level- 
headed, sensible women who are managing 
questions of feminine reform and preparing 
the way for the coming woman should take 
it into consideration and see if they 
cannot discover what ails these creatures and 
how they may be cured, This is due not 
alone to the victims of this strange disease 
but also to the objects of their assauit, If 
something be not done it will soon become 
dangerous for certain artists to appear at ail. 
They wil! have to cover themselves with 
armor plate or barbed wire. They may have 
to call upon the police for protection, or they 
may have to stipulate with managers that 
they shall be isolated from the audience in 
cages, like Hagenbeck’s animals, and that 
after the performance they shail be delivered 
in safety at their hotels. The situation ia re- 
ally becoming serious and some method must 
be devised for saving tenors, male pianists, 
and fiddlers from this inflamed idolatry. Tue 
TRIBUNE singles out these three classes be- 
cause it is a curious fact that the women who 
are attacked by this mania never manifest it 
in presence of big-whiskered »assos—who 
usually are the villains and not the lovers— 
horn-blowers, cornet-shriekers, double bass- 
grunters, or clarinet and oboe pipers. It is 
pianists, fiddiers, and tenors who suffer, 
though they are not half the men that the 
other singers and piayers are.

STEALING°A GOVERNOR IN TENNESSEE 

At the Gubernatorial election held in Ten- 
nessee last November the Republican candi- 
date had a plurality of over 700 votes. The 
Democrats, however, had a majority in both 
branches of the Legislature. They proceeded 
at once to utilize their power forthe purpose 
of depriving the Republican of his offics 
and giving it to his opponent, the Democrat 
who was trying to be reélected. The claim 
was mnade by the Democrats that gross frauds 
had been committed. There was no contest 
law on the statute bocks. Instead of can- 
vassing the returns, giving the Republican, 


_ Evans, his seat, and then passing a law to 


enable his competitor to go into court and 
prove his case if he had one, the Democratic 
Legizlature refused to declare the result of 
the election, but proceeded to passa bill 
which was signed by the old Governor, who 
was allowed to hold on te his office, providing 
for the appointment of a legislative com- 
mittee to investigate the election and deter- 
mine what the result actually was. The 
Democratic majority of that committee has 
made its report, claiming that the Demo- 
cratic candidate got a majority of the votes 
lawfully cast. 

The Tennessee poll-tax law, passed for the 
purpose of depriving the colored men of their 
votes, says that no person shail be allowed to 
cast a ballot who has not paid thattax. It 
provides also that the vote of any precinct at 
which one vote has been cast illegally shall be 
thrown out, For some years that law has not 
been enforced with any approach to strictness 
except in the ‘* black ’’ counties in Middle and 
West Tennessee, No attention has been paid 
to it at a majority of the precincts in the 
State. So long as the colored peopie'did not 
try to vote the Democrats, sure of a majority 
of the white men, did not insist on a compli- 
ance with itin order to disfranchise whites. 
At the November election the law was disre- 
garded in counties carried by both parties. 
Had the Demovrats had a majority of one on 
the face of the returns no complaint would 
have been made of the non-observance of the 
law. 

The Democrats of the committee have 
gone over all the returns and have arrived at 
the conclusion that of the votes lawfully cast 
Turney received 2,358 more than Evans. 
This was pure guesswork, The data in the 
possession of the committee were not suffi-

TO GIVE CONSUMERS HONEST BUTTER. 

A Senator from this city, where a great 
deal of butter is consumed, has introduced a 
bill forbidding the sale of rancid of impure 
butter which has been worked over, colored, 
or blended with sweet butter- unless each 
package is legibly marked “ reworked and re- 
colored butter.”’ 

There does not seem to be any valid objec- 
tion to legislation of this kind. It is under- 
stood that much butter which was poorly 


made and cannot be sold on its unaided ) 


merits, for it has none, is treated with chem- 
icals which hide its rancidity, is sweetened 
with glucose, which isa cheap aduiterant, is 


- dosed with some artificial coloring matter, 


and is sometimes fortified with a little good 
butter. Then it 1s put up in neats attractive 
packages and sold at a high price to the un- 
wary as first-class creamery butter, 

This is a-fraud on the consumer. He is not 
getting what he paid for. That which he 
buys may not be harmful, though doctored 
butter is not to be récommended as a steady 
article of diet, but whoever buys it is de- 
ceived into paying a high price for an infe- 
If a man wishes to buy reworked 
and recolored butter, knowing it to be such, 
he hasa right todoso. As such an article, 
if eold on its merits, would not bring a high 
price, some persons who are economic and 
not fastidious may prefer to purchase it. 
But it should no more be palmed off on a cus- 
tomer as high-grade butter than butterine 
should be. There is no objection to the sale 
of the latter when prcperly marked. Worked- 
over butter might’be sold on the same terms. 

The business of tinkering up bad butter is 
carried on in the cities, rather thanin the 
country. It accumulates in the hands of 
large dealers, and they have failen into this 
bad habit of doctoring it and selling it as the 
Pride of the Dairy, thereby bringing good 
butter into disrepute. The rural butter- 
makers who produce a good article ought to 
bein favor of the paseage of that bill. It 
will put an end to aform of competition 
which has injured them seriously. They 
would have received a better price for what 
they made if the markets had not been flood- 
ed witha sophisticated article. This bill is 
in the interest of butter-makers and butter- 
eaters,

POETRY OF JAPANESE. 


EVERY NATIONAL EVENT IS SIGNAL- 
IZED IN STREET BALLADS. 


There Is a Peculiar Gedlatnses and Orig- 
finality in These Native Productions= 
They Possess the Same Characteristics as 
Japanese Art, Being Rather Suggestive 
Than DescriptiveePoetry Plays a Large 
Part in the Daily Life and Education, 
and Every Girl Attends a Poetry Sthool. 

In one of the recent battles between the 
Chinese and Japanese a touching incident 
is recorded. A little Japazcse bugler fell 
mortally wounded, but, making a dying ef- 
fort, he raised his bugle once more to his 
lips, and with his last breath sounded a 
loud ‘‘ Charge,’ and passed beyond the din 
of battle. The boy is already the hero of the 
strect ballads, and his “ken” or canton is 
proud of him. Every national event in Japan 
is signalized by the publication of street bal- 
lads or of the “ uta,”’ a short epigrammatic 


poem of thirty-one syllables. Every step jn 


the war with China is thus celebrated, and 


in those ‘uta’ the point usually lies In. 


seme sarcastic pun on Chinese names. Thus 
one published immediately after the battle 
of Ping Yang reads thus in English: “ Itis 
far better to die at once than to suffer in- 
delible shame in old age.’” But in Japanese 
the words also imply China’s disgrace, and 
the name of the Viceroy, Li Hung Chung. 
Japanese poetry has some of the same 
characteristics as Japanese art. It aims at 
being suggestivenot desoriptive. There is 
a quaintness and originality in it. The peo- 
ple who admire a spirited horse drawn with 
seven strokes of the brush also admire a 
poem in which there.is no definite verb. It 
has been truly remarked by Dr. Chamber- 
lain, the learned translator of Japanese poe- 
try, that the “‘ uta’”’ of thirty-one syllables 
is ‘‘rather an exclamation than a poem.” 
The beauty of the lines often lies in a play 
on words, which makes the work of trans- 
lating them into English very difficult— 
sometimes impossible. An English poet 
would find it hard to express a thought in 


thirty-one syllables. Not so a Japanese, | 


Who would say that there is not a poetic 
thought in this: ‘‘O, bloom of youth! 
whither hast thou gone, leaving in thy stead 
an unknown old man?”’ 

The bamboo, the snow, and the cherry 
blossom, these three have been said to be 
the tried friends of the Japanese artist. 
Who does not know the willowy bamboo 
bending under its weight of snow or the 
pink petals drifting down from branches of 
blossom which appear so often on the 
screens and fans now familiar in every En- 
glish home?, They also form subjects for 
many poems and much pensive thought to 
the Japanese mind. 

No man so callous but he heaves a sigh 

When o’er his head the withered cherry flowers 

Gome fluttering down. 

Who knows? The spring's soft showers 

May be but tears shed by the sorrowing sky. 

The “ uta’’ poems have certainly the ad- 
vantage of being easily remembered, and it 
is perhaps owing to this fact that their 
poetry plays such a large part not only in 
the education but in the daily life of the Jap- 
anese. To compose poetry has always been 
one of the branches of a good education in 
Japan. Every school girl attends a poetry 
ciass, and at the Mikado’s court the writing 
of poetry is still the favorite amusement. 
Livery new year the Mikado gives the public 
a subject for the * uta.”’ The subject is pub- 
lished in the papers, and a large number of 
compositions are sent to the court poet, who 
decides. on their respective merits. The Mi- 
kado and the Empress always compose an 
‘‘uta’’ on the chosen subject. This year it 
was the time-honored and much written on 
one of plum blossom.—London Queen. 


Foot Loose and Fancy Free. 

The fashionable idea of a fine foot is some- 
thing quite at variance with the artistic one. 
Any person who saw the civilized foot only 
when shod—an inhabitant of Mars comé 
among us, let us say, if such a thing could 
be—might suppose it was a slender wedge- 
shaped thing tapering to a. point, and witha 
most singular projection under the heel- 
bone. Why we should think that sort ofa 
foot fine or desirable is a riddle that can no 
more be answered -than the riddle propose 
by the Sphinx. Every great sculptor ha 
had a very. different opinion.’ The. foct-On 
no choice statue is either slender or small; 
it is of a size fit to support the figure, itis 
firm, with rounded muscles, and like that 
which has never been compressed out of its 
primitive shape by any slow process of wear. 
Although the sandal was chiefly worn in the 
days when the great statues first saw the 
light, yet the Greek women did wear shoes 
also, and feet distorted by too close cover- 
ing were not unknown; but sculptors per- 
fectly well understood that nothing was 
gained by disproportion; they made no ef- 
fort to have the fvot small, only to have 
it perfect, as Trilby’s foot was perfect. It 
is in the freedom of the foot the sandal gave 
that we always fancy Diana and her nymphs 
and gods and goddesses moving with fine 
and elastic tread—the strong free tread 
which we sometimes see on the stage. 

The shoes of today are certainly, unlovely 
and inartistic. We have allowed shoemak- 
ers and not artists to contrive them; we find 
ourselves enduring them because they are 
neat, chic, and®also because they are expen- 
sive. And perhaps it is because in our inner 
consciousness we Know they are ugly that 
we want to have as little of them as possible, 
and so wear them as small as may be, and 
give ourselves all sorts of distress in doing 
so. 

But it is not only the shoe which is too 
small that is unfortunate; that which is too 
large is just as well able to rub up a blister 
and make a corn as that which fits likea 
vice. Still, if a shoe fits the foot at the heel, 
and is exactly close enough over and under 
the instep, its,extremity may be as large as 
one will; for the foot, being held firmly in 
place at the instep, cannot move or work 
about, and so receives no rubbing or injury 
of the sort resulting from a too loose or too 
large shoe. 

No one can feel well whose feet ache or 
burn, or torment and disturb them in any 
way, and articles of wear that suit exactly 
are the only ones to prevent such discom- 
fort. It is to be remembered, however, that 
a stocking which does not fit is quite the 
equal of a shoe for making trouble. Buta 
shoe or a boot should always be of soft 
leather, stiffened at the heel and under the 
sole of the instep; and a boot is always bet- 
ter than a shoe, both for warmth and for 
support, and because it supports the ankle 
and prevents the muscle there from working 
to such a degree as to increase in size, and 
because it upholds the calf of. the leg and 
hinders it from running down and doubling 
the measure of the ankle.—Harper's Bazar.

Soon after Bismarck, on his mother’s death, 
moved to Pomerania and probably forgot all 
about his early attachment. Malvina Goetz 
married in her own station of life. 

Years afterwards, when Bismarck’s name 
became famous throughout the world, the 
respectable middle-aged Malvina became 
local celebrity, and the Chancellor’s enemies 
tried to make capital out of his old love af- 
fair.—Iliustrated American.

MENT OF THE NIOARAGUAN ROW. 


Governments at Washington, London, and 
Managua Considering Terms of Com. 
promise=Sir Edward Grey Dodges the 
“Question in the House of Commons 
Feeling Against English Troops Grows 
More Bitter — American Warships Or. 
dered to Guiard the Nicaragua Canal. 

Managua, Nivaragua, April 29.—A proposi- 
tion of compromise and immediate evacua- 
fon of Corinto,by the British is now under 
consideration between Washington, London, 
and the authorities here. The proposition 
embraces the following essential points: 

First—Nicaragua .is to pay $77,500 at 
London within two weeks. 

Second—The British forces are to be im- 
mediately withdrawn .from Corinto without 
waiting for the two weeks to elapse. 

Third—A- mixed commissien of arbitra- 
tion is to pass on the demands of Great 
Britain in excess‘of the $77,500 claim, such 
commission to bp cnstituted in a manner 
satisfactory © to Y the United States and 
Nicaragua. 

The foregoing terms, it is believed, will be 
accepted by /President Zelayg“and his 
Cabinet. Itisunderstood the sUggestion of 

_gettlement came from the Nicaragua repre- 
sentative at Washington, and’ it is believed 
such an adjustment would be agreeable to the 
United States’ authorities. If Nicaragua's 
acceptance is given the proposition will be 


urged on the London Foreign Office, and it is 


Believed it will be accepted, 
Bitter Feeling Against Britain, 

The commander of the Nicaraguan troops 
on the mainland of Nicaragua reported at 9 
o’elock this *morning that the British flag was 
etill floating over the public buildings of Co- 
rinto and that the port remained in possession 
of the British warships. Among the Nica- 
raguan troops and populace the greatest ex- 
citement prevails and the feeling against 
Great Britain is increasing in bitterness every 
hour. The Nicaraguan troops are still massed 
along the Paso de Caballos, and it is believed 
they may open fire on the British should the 
latter make any attempt to cross from Co. 
rinto to the mainland behind it. Steps have 

n taken to destroy means of communica- 
tion with the interior should such action be 
found necessary. 

The British Consulate in this city remains 
under guard in view of the rioting and stone- 
throwing which have already occurred and in 
anticipation of further trouble. Some of the 

‘European Consuls here are using their good 
offices with the Government of Nicaragua in 
anattempt to persuade the latter to submit 
to Great Britain, pleading in support of their 
arguments the fact that the United States has 
determined to remain neutral, and that Nica- 
ragua is helpless when opposed to sucha 
power as Great Britain. 

Although the Nicaraguan forces opposite 
Corinto are in communication with the cap- 
ital actual telegraphic communication with 
Corinto remains interrupted, and it is thought 
there will beno attempt torepair the tele- 
graph lines so long as the British remain jin 
possession of the port. 
British Trade Will Surely Suffer. 

n spite of reports to the contrary the peo- 
ple of Nicaragua generally sustain the gov- 
ernment in the stand which it has taken 


against Great Britain, and although Nic- 


gragua may eventually be compelled to pay 
the indemnity demanded itis believed the 
trade of Great Britain. with Nicaragua and 
other Central American republics will suffer 
in consequence of the action of the British 
fleet at Corinto. 

Merchants say a passive blockade confined 
to Corinto will only hurt business there and 
at Leon. It appears now all classes of peo- 
ple. here expected the United States Govern- 
ment would interfere at the last moment, 
though Minister Guzman. had telegraphed it 
would not.

WHAT MR. LODGE WOULD HAVE DONE, 


Massachusetts Senator Fears England Has 
Ulterior Designs, 

Washington, D. C., April 29.—{Special.]— 
Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, who is mak- 
ing a study of the South American situation, 
was seen at the Navy Department today. He 
said he was not disposed to criticise the ad- 
ministration for its course in the Nicaraguan 
case, because he realizes the situation is not 
free from. peculiar conditions, While the 
United States may not have the right ta inter- 
fere with the English Government in assert- 
ing its rights in collecting a debt from Nica- 
ragua, it might have been wise for the United 
States Government to have volunteered to 
pay the indemnity for Nicaragua and take 
possession of Corn Island as security for 
the amount .advanced. That would have 
given the administration the opportu- 
nity to show to the world that it pro- 
poses to uphold the Monroe doctrine, and it 
would have prevented the English troops 
from landing at Corinto. Mr. Lodge says he 
is quite confident Congress will make a 
formal declaration in favor of upholding the 
Monroe doctrine during the coming ses- 
sion. The great mass of the American peo- 
ple believe in it and their representatives will 
be called upon to declare themselves by some 
legislative action. ¢ . 

Mr. Lodge says he is afraid England has 
designs on the Pacific end of the Nicaragua 
Canal, and the present conditions give it an 
opportunity to locate there for an indefinite 
period. This might have been prevented if 
the administration came boldly to the front, 
volunteered to pay the money involved, and 
at the same time announce to the world un- 
der no circumstances will the Monroe doc- 
trine be ignored or allowed to be violated.

He was drunk and the 
soldiers were scattered. The insurgents fell 
upon the place suddenly and seized the 
arms. They did not molest the soldiers. 
When the truth came out Lieut. Gallego was 
sent under arrest to the Morro Castle at San- 
tiago, He was tried by court-martial today 
and condemned to be shot tomorrow at sun- 
down. His fifty soldiers were likewise sent to 
the Morro to be court-martialed. It is prob- 
able reprisals will be made and that captured 
insurgents will be more harshly treated than 
heretofore.

Washington, D. C., April 29.—Mr. 
E. J. Martin of Armour & Co., who presented 
to the Secretary of Agriculture today a sworn 
statement by P. D. Armour respecting the 
business of that firin, said: ** All parties who 
are posted know the dressed beef business 
has had to stand more than its share of com- 
mercial hardships the last two years. 
One thing people could not understand was 
why dressed beef should advance more rapid- 
ly than live cattle. The reason for this is the 
value of the hides, horns, and offal from a 
steer, costing three cents per hundred, is ap- 
plied to reduce the price of the dressed beef. 
If cattie advance a cent or two per hundred 
the offal does not catch the advance, and the 
credit applied to reduce the cost of 
a five-cent steer is no more than in 
the case of a three-cent steer.

WHEAT SHORTS IN A TIGHT CORNER. 


Options Continue to Go Up, While Bears 
Are Being Squeezed. 

Wheat shorts are having a hard row to 
hoe these days. They thought they saw a 
chance tacheck the steady and, for them, de- 
cidedly unpleasant advance in wheat prices 
yesterday morning. It proved to be a delu- 
sion. Instead of breaking the market scored 
a new high point in the present upturn. July 
wheat, the popular trading option, was un- 
steady for a few minutes at the opening and 
sold down to 63% cents. This was % cent 
below the last recorded price of Saturday 
and much lower than the price paid Satur- 
day on the curb. Even the friends of wheat 
thought a temporary check to the advance 
in values was due, while the scalpers sold 
freely on the reports of general rains gnd of 
large shipments from Argentina and Russia. 
The news of the day, statistical and other- 
wise, seemed to fall in with the theory of a 
reaction. 

The crowd did not figure on the action of 
Armour, although his operations the last 
few days and weeks should have taught 
them to include him in their calculations. 
Hie came in as a buyer of everything at 64 
cents and under. His bullish views are gen- 
erally understood, and there has been so 
much talk of possible corners that the shorts 
became panic strickgn. Pardridge started 
in with more of his short line and found him- 
self in good company. July wheat went up 
with a rush to 65% cents. During the latter 
part of January the same future was selling 
at 53% cents. The advance from the bottom 
price has been about 12 centsa bushel. 

All the credit for yesterday’s bulge was 
given to Armour... There was talk of manip- 
ulation on all sides; not only on account of 
the sharp upturn but on account of several 
subsequent reactions which looked like 
shake-outs. An immense amount of long 
wheat was sold out during the day, but it 
was taken readily, and the market at the 
clese had *; of a cent net gain to its credit.

OOMMISSIONER KENT SAYS STREET 
LIGHT FIGURES ARE TOO BIGH. 


In Asking an Increase the Companies Ap- 
parently Intend to Go Back on the Cel- 
ebrated Agreement Made with the 
Washburne Administration — Electric 
Light Bids, Though Satisfactory, Ke- 
~ jected with the Others=Faurther Inquiry 
Into Detention ‘Hospital Fee Grabbing. 

Ali the bids for street lighting have been 

rejected by the eity, and'Controller Wether- 
ell, at the direction of Mayor Swift, adver- 
dised for new bids yesterday. While the 
electric light bids were lower considerably 
than the city has been paying for electric 
light and were regarded as reasonable, the 
Mayor, Controller, and:Chairman Madden 
of the Finance committee decided it would 
“- be better to reject all bids, as the bids of the 
gas companies were higher than the city has 
paid for gas for over three years. The av- 
erage price proposed by the gas companies 
was $20 a lamp. Last: year the city paid 
$16.50. 

The .gas companies did not indicate why 
they advanced the price, and there is an 
impression about the City Hal}, that the 


companies have made up their minds to 
abandon the undertaking entered into with 


the city during the Washburne administra- | 


tion. One of the features of that under- 
standing,’ which has been recognized as a 
contract, although the city cannot bind 
itself for a period greater than one year, 
was that the price of gas to the consumer 
would be reduced five cents a thousand each 
year until the price of $1 was re ached. The 
cohsumer is now paying $1.10. Another 


feature of the agreement was that the gas ° 


‘companies ‘would pay to the city 3 per cént 
of their receipts.: There also seems to be 
some fear lest the gas people intend to aban- 
don this- 

Mayor Swift and Ald. Madden said yester- 
day the bids were rejected because they 
‘were too high. Whether the gas companies 
wili.drop the price the city officials do not 
know, but it looks asifa fight wereon. The 
companies, which are looked upon as prac- 
tically, ypbeing one Gompany, have determined 
to get better prices. The gas people have 
complained recently more or less because 
their bills have ‘not been paid by the city, 
but the city officials have allowed judgments 
to be entered in the courts, and on these 
judgments the companies draw 6 per cent in- 
terest. 

The average bid of the electric light com- 
panies was $105 for each light, and the gaso- 
line companies $14.%). Last year the aver- 
age price for electric lights was $135 and 

* gasoline lamps $14.

WHEEL MAY/BE BUILT 


FERRIS INJUNOTION AGAINST THE 
OITY IS FORMALLY AFFIRMED. 


— 


Appellate Court Sustains Judge Payne’s 
Finding that the Municipality Has No 
Legal Power to Prevent the Erection of 
the Structure on Frivate Property=Ma- 
terial Is Not Combustible, So There Is 
No Danger from Fire—Records of the 
Courts and Calls for Today. 

The Appellate Court yesterday affirmed an 
injunction secured by the Ferris Wheel com- 
pany restraining the City of Chicago from 
interfering with the erection of the Ferris 
wheel on the North Side. It was contended 
by the city that the construction of the wheel 
was against the building and fire ordi- 
nances, and for these reasons a _ per- 
mit was refused. Inu sustaining the in- 
junction the Appellate Court holds with 
Judge Payne that the city has no legal power 
to prohibit the erection, wholly within private) 
property, of such a structure as the Ferris 
wheel, which. is perfectly safe in its con- 
struction and operation, and will give rise to 
no breach of the peace or disorder, and is not 
of a combustible nature so as to increase risk 
from fire.

Farmers and the Free Silver Craze. 

New York, April 24.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]|—If newspaper accounts are to be relied 
upon my Western.friends seom determined to 
plunge themselves into financial ruin. I-see 
iterated and reiterated the favoring of free coin- 
age of silver; also naming a ratio of 16 to l, 
etc.; reference is also made to the ‘Crime of 
1873.”" This latter point, emphasized in this 
connection, is evidently brought up in order to 
excite or stir up the farming ciasses to favor the 
claims of the silver mine owners. The state- 
ment made is to the effect that farm products, 
especially the two great staples whoat and cot- 
ton, have shrunk in value, while mortgage in- 
debtedness, amounting to many millions of dol- 
lars, is outstanding and practically fixed at pres- 
entona gold basis. “Why,’’ itis said, “should 
not the money-lenders and mote-bolders sustain a 
part of the shrinkage, for prices of staples above 
referred to have for the time being become less 
valuable than at the time the debt was con- 
tracted?”’ 

From the standpoint of an Iowa man, familiar 
with money-lending for many years, I want to 
try to.give a typical illustrative answer to this 
query ; it is this: 

From 1870 to 1880, Mr. Austin Corbin, then 
living in Davenport, la. ., aided the lowa farmers 
by granting them five year loans; with. creat 

wisdom and foresight he cut the ground from 
Mt the 2 to 3 per cent per month money 
sharks, then abounding in my State. Money was 
scarce and hard to get huld of in those days. 
Many a man needing to buy barbed wire (it cost 
about 10 cents a pound at that time) to fence in 
a pasture, or to stock up with cows for the pur- 
pose of going into the dairy business, would 
‘voluntarily put up his farm as collateral secur- 
ity with Mr. Corbin. The average rate of inter- 
est at that time was 10 per cent, and the average 
loan per quarter-section $1,000. 

The county seat loan agent would make a 
charge of 10 per cent commission, or 2 per cent 
per year; in the end, the borrower would pay 12 
per cent. and in. doing this would see‘a saving 
of from 12 to 24 per cent per annum. 

In this way a great part of the middle West 
was capitalized and aided marvelously by just 
such men as the pioneer mortgage banker: herein 
referred to. From the profitable intermediary 
rélation existing between the Western borrower 
and the Eastern and foreign capitalists grew up 
the big individual loan agencies under the aus- 
poses of Lombard, Jarvis, etal. From the large 

oan agencie s the mortgage loan companies were 
evolved. Concurrent with the inrush of people 
from the East into the West and from Europe 
came the railroad land grant agent, who stimu- 

lated settlement. From the rapid development 
of the pri 1irié lands came about the enormous 
increase in the output of small grair. The in- 
ventor during this same period of W estern devel- 
fs kept pushing umprovements in the gang 
plow, the seif-binder, and all the needed ma- 
enabling one man to produce more from 
the fertile soil in one day than was formerly doré 
in the same time by six men. 

The men who now single out one item as ex- 
plaining the present depression and emphasizing 
the “financial crime of '73”’ failto grasp the 
significance ef the financial situation and what 
has transpired in subsequent years. : 

Today in that same lowa field originally ex- 
ploited by Mr. Corbin on a 12 per cent basis al- 
most haif of the farming popufatiog-‘of that 
State is out of debt. The other half, still owing 
money to resident or non-resident capitalists, 
can obtain oe money at the rate of 6 per cent 
per annum. In buying farms the rate on unpaid 
balances of purchase money is'usually at from 7 
toS percent. From this simple statement is it 
not clear that the Western farmers, so often used 
as a theme for discussion, are infinitely better 
off today than they were twenty years ago? | Is 
not the decline in interest rates herein statod 
equal to the decline inthe price of wheat? If 
an lowa farmer'in the early 70s got $1 per bushel 
for his wheat, and had to pay $120 per year for 
the use of $1,000, is he not as well off today 
when he has to pay only $60 for the 
use of the same amount lent? It must 
be remembered that millions of acres of 
Western lands sold at a nominal price of twenty 
years ago have passed into the hands of settlers 
who are now out of debt. The thrifty, prosper- 
ous and hand-working people who earned their 
farms and have paid-_off all their loans are 
wholly ignored in the free silver arguments and 
only those pointed out who owe money to East- 
ern or foreign mortgage holders. Let us look at 
the decline in railway freight charges in twenty 
years.. How about the decline in the price of 
poe machinery and all the things needed in the 
10me? 

To ignor facts and overlook the progressive, 
logical upbuilding of a nation and to mislead 
those unversed in financial matters is in my 
opinion a crime against the people. To berate 
capitalists and derida the fixed laws of finance— 
as inexurable as thelaw of gravitation—will 
simply mean general destruction and ruin.

“THREB GIRLS’ WRITE ABOUT 
THEIR NOVEL PREDIOAMENT. 


Although College Bred They Find Them- 
selves Forced to Domestic Service for a 
Livelihood and Seek for Escape—The 
Municipal Order League Decides That 
Its Work Is Being Done by Others and 
Adjourns Sine Die—Nd¢étes of Interest to 
Women. 


This rather pathetic query from a college- 
bred girl is addressed to THE TRIBUNE: 

‘“‘In view of your kindly interest in the 
welfare of women I venture to ask for the 
solution of a problem. I am one of three 
girls, old college chums, who are stranded 
in Chicago. We are all doing housework, 
which I think any sensible person will admit 
is the worst-known slavery. Bodies be- 
come machines and minds fall into lethargy. 
At the present rate we will become mental 
mummiles-in another six months. -Now, 
what we want is for you to suggest some 
business in which, with small capital, we 
could make a living and be considered re- 
spectable members of society. 

** THREE GIRLS.” 

Of course the problem can be solved indi- 
vidually only, each young woman persist- 
ently and faithfully following that line of” 
work for which she believes herself partic- 
ularly fitted. So much, generally speaking, 
for the cure. Apropos to the cause of such 
a lamentable predicament, Miss Elizabeth 
Robinson Scovil, writing recently in the La- 
dies’ Home Journal on ** Untrained Daugh- 
tcrs,’’ has this to say: 

‘*‘ Parents who are especially anxious to do. 
their. duty by their “daughters will some- 
times say: ‘ The girls must have a good ed- 
ucation so that if anything should happen 
to us they can earn their own living.’ Noth- 
ing could be wiser than this determination. 
Unfortunately it is seldom carried into ef- 
fect in the right way. A girl may pass 
through all the grades of a public school, 
be graduated from the high school, and even 
spend three or four years at college without 
having acquired the knowledge that will en- 
able her to earn her own living. She may 
possess a fair share of many accomplish- 
ments—music, ‘painting, languages, for in- 
stance—yet if she lack the ability to impart 
them or be not versed in them with suffi- 
cient thoroughness to make them of real 
use, they are not marketable commodities, 
Ievery one who has had experience in deal- 
ing with women in search of employment, 
whatever their social standing or degree of 
education may be, knows that one sad defi- 
ciency is conspicuous in most of them—they 
do not know how to do any one thing well. 
One cardinal principle should be kept stead- 
ily in view, the application varying with 
each individual case: Have the daughter 
taught to do supe rlatively well some one 
thing which it is probable the public will al- . 
ways require to have done.’ 


END OF MUNICIPAL ORDER LEAGUE, 


Decides Its Work Is Being Done by Others 
and Adjourns Sine Die. 

Decided differences of opinion seem.to be 

in vogue among clubs of women in Chicago. 


- The Municipal Order League is the last to 


casf its name in this category. At the an- 
nual meeting, held yesterday afternoon at 
the Sherman House, one coterie favored an 
adjournment sine die, inasmuch as the Civic 
Federation long ago absorbed the work of 
the league. Particularly did the women who 
have labored successfully for the establish- 
ment of free public baths in Chicago strenu- 
ously oppose this action. 

Dr, Sarah Hackett Stevenson, as one who 
helievesythe league has fulfilled its mission 
and shoWd die a natural death, introduced 
this resolution, which comprehensively ex- 
presses the sentiments of one faction: 

Whereas, {he Municipal Order League WAS or- 
ganized to a} sist in preparing the City of Chicago 
for the World’s Fair and was therefore but a tem- 
porary organization; and 

‘hereas, The work of the league is being largel 
done by the Civic Federation: and . _— 

Whereas, We believe in concentrating and con- 
serving our energies by the elimination of a multi- 
plicity of meetings; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the Munic ipal Order League 
meinbers will individually assist the several other 
organizations bringing about the best results 


from the civil service law and adjourn this meet- 
ing sine die. 


This resolution precipitated a vigorous dis- 
cussion. It was passed, however, by a ma- 
jority of one vote, and the Municipal Order 
League was virtually dead. Much dissatis- 
faction was openly expressed by the follow- 
ing of Dr. Gertrude Wellington, Chairman 
of the Public Baths committee of the erst- 
while league. Through the work of this 
committee the Carter Harrison baths were 
established on the West Side, and steps had 
been taken to open similar baths on the 
South Side. Only yesterday the Mayor as- 
sured Dr. Wellington of his codperation, and 
instructed Commissioner Kent to advertise 
for a suitable building lot. It is intended to 
extend the baths to the North Side. In or- 
der to further this particular work, sanc- 
tioned by the Municipal Order League, this 
faction will meet Monday afternoon at 3 
o’clock at the $herman House to organize 
the Municipal Bath League. 

With the adjournment sine die of the Mu- 
nicipal Order League a unique organization 
of women—municipal housekeepers, as it 
were—really becomes defunct. When organ- 
ization was perfected prior to Ahe World’s 
Fair, with Miss Ada C. Sweet-as President, 
for the purpose of making presentable the 
streets and alleys; the fair workers at once 
became known as the “ lady scavengers.”’ 
Nothing daunted, these municipal house- 
keepers started a central down-town office 
and were instrumental in securing compe- 
tent street and alley inspection. They also 
waged war so persistently against the om- 
nipresent “‘spitter’’ that placards forbid- 
ding expectoration were placed in many 
street cars. The latest undertaking was 
the establishment of baths. All in all, its 
record has proven woman a capable munic- 
ipal housekeeper. 

At the end of the first year Mrs. Lilian B.
